W3CHO & TW3ZXV -radio officer and emergency coordinator report considerable activity of 
the Montgomery County Amateur Radio Operators in the reccnt Overaticn Alort 1957. On 
Friday, July 12th, the Montgomery County Civil Defconse Diractor received the Yellow 
Alert and ordered the County RACDS Radio Officer to begin emergency radio operation. 
Tie County net control station, W3CNO, was notified via the County Control net on 6 
meters to activate the County 10 Meter Operational Net on 29.520 mes AN. The Opcration~ 
al Net and the Control [et on 53.480 mes Ti were called at 1130 EDST. At 1135 EoDST, 
the County key station and alternute key station revorted liaison with the State level 


won Des 


RACES net and set up operating schedules for tho day. During the first hour of opere- 
tion, 25 stations revresenting 15 of the local CD orgunizations in the County renort- 
ed into the Not. 15 messages were handled prior to slLosing the Net ror 3 hours at 
1510 EDST. State liaison with the Net contimed during this time. The County opera 
tional Het was again called at 1800 EDST and 17 additional stations representing a 
total of 23 local OD organizations resorted in before tho net was secured at 2206 
EDST. During the final session of tho Net, an additional 29 messages vore huniled. A 
tot 1 of 64 amateurs took part in Montgomery County Radio Amateur Civil Inorgency 
Service conmunications activitios during; Oneration Alort 1957. This excercise demor~ 
strates the preparodness of amateur radio operators to assist during all types of 
communications omergencics.

4 miles north about 7:30 am. The omer was perchod atop a 1957 DeSoto convertible 
with top down and transmitter ani antenna temporarily anchored to the trunk lid. With — 
this world's record laid to the 1957 nationals, test flying and registration began in 
earnest. PURC's red communications truck was located aton « mound of dirt formerly 
used to test fire machine guns on aircraft. A full view of the fiold wus available. 
Extension 227 of the base dial system was instclied in the com truck via Siold wire 
which was recularly severcd every hour on tho hour. QQ is striking for wiroman rat- 
ing if the navy has one. A half ton airconditioner ha been installed through the 
rear doors of the truck for the convenicnce of the net oporators and this helped ease 
the heat. Monday and Tuesday were easy days- just test flying- possibly a dozen planes 
returned. Wednesday thins perked up=- 25 planes picked up. Thursday the radio m=tiice 
vers went to the top. QZ0 traveled 171 miles in the upholstored roller skate-—-Nip did 
105. 70 planes were recovered. Friday was active--48 planes returned, HQJ traveling 
112 miles. Sat. and Sunday were short days—8 am to 2 pm-tith lots of help and the 
Blue Angels demonstrtion late in the aftornoon as a bonus. KOS oporators included 
QQH, PST, SAM, SAA, KNC.. Mobiles operating included UVL, DSG, MVG, SAdl,QQ H, Q40, 
NIP, CCB, IRS, liQJ, KOO, LNQ, AJO, GIF, VVS, IVD, and TOIMO as CAP Blue Fire 113. Cap 
planes and radio communications were active Tuesday thru Sunday on 148.14 from the
